FATHER OF PSYCHOLOGY. 


Theory of Dr. David Hartley, th« Fa- j 


mous English Philosopher. 


The first attempt to ezplain psycho- 


loirical phenomenon on physiolotrit-al 
principles wns made by Dr. David 
Hartley, the English philosopher, who 
was born in the year 1705. In his great 
work. 
"Observations 
on 
Man—His 


Frame. His Duty and His Expecta- 
tions," published in 1749 after patient 
investigation covering sixteen years, be 
elaborated his epochal theory. 


By the development of his law of asso- 


ciation and chiefly by the law of trans- 
ference he accounted for all the phe- 
nomena of the mental constitution. 
According to him, the white medullary 
substance of the brain, spinal marrow 
and the nerves proceeding from them, 
is tbe immediate instrument of sensa- 
tion and motion. When * sensation 
has been frequently experienced it ac- 
quires a tendency to repeat itself spon- 
taneously. 


Ideas are but these repetitions or rel- 


ics of sensation and in their turn re- 
call other ideas. Thus the sight of an 
apple recalls an idea of its taste, and 
this recalls other associated ideas. In 
this way Hartley accounts for all hu- 
man emotions.—Milwaukee SenticeL
